PRICES OF WOOL AND CLOTH-
ING.

The Textile Manufacturers’ Journal |
says free wool has existed for four-
teen months, and sufficient time has
elapsed to fully test its value and its
relation to the price of clothing.
What is the result?  The cry of free
wool and  cheaper  clothing has
proven an **ignis fatuus,' and the
workman who was to buy his cloth-
ing nt half the old prices has found
to his sorrow that the false light
lored him on under folse promises ;
he has in fact found much lower
winges und the cost of clothing but
slightly reduced. A careful canvass
londing  retail  clothiers
showad that clothing was not ten
per cent. lower than under a pro.
tective tariff, This slight reduction
follows a seévere business depression,

among

the resaltant competition necessarily
forcing prioes down, so that it is not
unfair to assume that the reduetion
of ten per cent, is due as much, if
not more, tothis depression than to
freo wool. No wonder when it is
considered what a small item  woul
i8 in the totul cast of asuitof clothes.
The froe traders said, ~~We will ban-
ik shoddy and give the workman
an nll-wool sait st n lowprios, " What
is the fuct, A much larger nse of
whoddy then ever, gronter decaption
in clothing, and less valee for the
money .
